GEN. McCLELLAN’S DREAM.

National difficulties, was widely copied by the 
press, and commended by Hon. Edward Eyorett, 
as ‘, teaching a highly important lesson to every 
true lover of his country.”"—Exchange, 

Two o'clock of the third night after General 
McClellan’s arrival in Washington to take com- 
mand of the United States army, found that just- 
ly celebrated soldier poring over several maps and 
reports of scouts. As the hour came tolling 
through the night, together with the dull rumb- 
ling of army wagons, and artillery wheels, the 
wearied hero, pushing from bis maps and reports, 
leaned his forehead on his folded arms upon the 
table betore him, and fell info a sleep, 80 deep 
that even the occasional booming of the heavy 
guns, being placed in position on the intrencl- 
ments, was insufficient to disturb it. 

“J could not have been slumbering thos more 
jthan ten minutes,” said the General to an inti- 
mate friend, to whom ho related the strange nar- 
rative, “when I thought the door of my room, 
which I bad carefully locked, was thrown sud- 
deply open, and some one strode to me, und, Jay- 
ing hand upon my shoulder, said, ina slow, 
solemn voice ; 

* General McOlellan, do you sleep at your post? 
Rouse you, or ero it can be prevented, the foo 
will be in Washington !” 

Neyer before in my life have I heard a yoice 
possessing the commanding and even torriblo tone 
of the one that addressed to mo these words 
And the sensation that passed through moe, as it 
fell upon my ears, and Leoweringly shrunk into 
myselt at tho thought of my own negligence, 1 
can only compare to the Whistling, shricking 
sweep of a storm of grape shot, discharged direc 
ly through my brain. I could’ not move, howey- 
er, although I tried bard to raise my head from 
the table. Asn sense of my willingness, and yet 
helplessness to make an answer to the unknown 
intruder, oppressed mo, I onco more heard the 
same slow, solomn voice repeat : 

“General McClellan, do you sleep at your 
post?”

discomfitted. and then will bo ended her third and 
last great struggle for existence ! 

Thenceforth shall the Republic go on, inereas- 
ing in gooslness and power, until her borders shall 
end only in the remotest cornera of tho earth, 
and tho whole earth shall, beneath hor shadow- 
ing wings, become a Universal Republic. Lot 
her in her prosperity, however, remember the 
Lord her God; t her trust always be in Him, 
and she shall neyer be confounded.’

INCIDENTS OF THE WAR. 


Tho Fort Donelson Fight—A Ghastly Spec= 
incles 


A correspondent of the Chicago Times, writing | 
from Fort Donelson, on the nig 
teonth, says :— 

I was invited on Sunday morning, by General | 
McOlernond, to take a ride over the battle-field. 
Tt would be difficult to describe in a few words the 
scenes which have met my view. 

Federals and Rebels were promiscuously min- 
gled, sometimes grappled in the fierce death throe, 
sometimes facing each other as they gave and re- 
ceived tho fatal shot or thrust, sometimes lyi 
across one another, and again heaped in pi 
which Iny six or seven deep. I could imagine 
nothing more terrible than the silent indications 
of agony that marked tho fentures of the r ale 
corpses Which lay at every step. ‘Chough dead 
and rigid in muselo, they still writhed and seem- 
ed to turn to catch the passing breeze for a cool- 
ing breath. Staring eyes, gaping mouths, clench- 
ed hands, and strangely contracted limbs, svem- 
ingly drawn into tho smallest possible compass, 
as if by a mighty effort to rend asunder some ir- 
resistible bond which held them down to the tor- 
ture of which they died, Onesat against a tree 
and with mouth and eyes wide open, looked up 
into the sky as if to catvh a glanos at its fleeting 
spirit. Another clutched the branch of an over: 
hanging tree, and hung half suspended as in the 
death pang he rnised himself partly from the 
ground. The other hand grasped his faithful mus- 
ket and the compression of the mouth told of the 
Hetorminnticat Mish yrou aS fatal to a 
foo had lif ebbed a minute later, rd clung 
with both hands to u bayonet which was buried 
in the ground, in tho act of striking for the heart 
of arebel foe. Great numbers lay in heaps, j 
as the fire of the artillery mowed them down, 
mangling their forms into an almost undistin- 
guisbable mass. Many ol our men bad cyidently 
fallen victims to the rebel sharpshooters, for thoy 
were pierced through the head by rifle bullets, 
some in the forlenad, some in the eyes, others in 
the bridge of the nose, in the cheeks, and in the 
mouth. This circumstanco verified a statoment 
made to me by a rebel officer among the prisoners, 
that their men were trained to shoot low and aim 
for tho face, while ours as a general thing, fired ut 
random, and shot over their heads. 


THE DYING FATHER AND SON 


Taw tn old gray-hnired man, mortally wound- 
ed, endeavoring to stop with a strip of his coat, 
tho life-tide flowing from the bosom of his son, « 
youth of twenty years. Tho boy told his father 
thut it was useless ; that he could not live; and 
as tho dgvoted parent was still striving feubly to 
savo him who was perhaps his first-born, a shud- 
dae pissed through’ the. frame of bis’ would 
preserver ; his head fell upon tho bosom of his 
youth, and his gray hairs wero bathed in death 
with tho expiring blood of his misguided son.

Tt appears that when he went west, in the Iut- 
ter part of July, no plan of the western campaign 
had been digested nt Washington, and every.

out arms, and everything in hopeless disorder, 
while the enemy Were ravaging Missonri and 
to advance upon St, Louis, Gen. 
Fremont’s attempts to procure arma from head.

Such a proposition on 
the part of the general government, sets up no 
claim of a right by federal authority to interfere 
with slavery within state limits, roferring as it 
does, the absolute control of the éubject in each 
case to the stato and its people merely in- 
terested; It is proposed a8 a matter of perfectly 
freo choice with them. In the annual message 
last December, I thought fit to eay tho Union 
must) be preseryed, and henco all indispensable 
means must ba employed. I said thisnot has- 
tily but deliberately. War has been and contin- 
ue’ to be an indispensable means to this end. A 
practical reacknowledgement of tho.national au- 
thority would render the war unnecessary, and it 
would at once cease.

AND CONFISCATION, 
‘The Hon. Amos Kendall, a native of Now

pation and confiscation. Ina resent number he 
says j— 

ao epee to the advocates of emancipation in 
the North to be content with the Pecks which 
thoir printples ‘are muking, not through the sub: 
version of tho Constitution, but under cover of its 
authority. 

‘Tho leaders of tho rebellion announced their de- 
termination to * conquer or dio,’ and the principal 
slayoholders in the South act as if they were in 
farnest. Look at South Carolina, In tho vio- 
ent portion of tho State the planters to a man fly 
on the approach of the Union army, horning 
their cotton, and in many casea. their buildings, 
and abandoning their ealyes.

Olina, eyery one of whom may be constitutionally 
set froe by confiscation as a punishment of their 
masters’ treason. As the Union armiea advance 
into the interior other thousands will bo added to 
the number by the desertion of thoir masters, and 
finally thero will be no resident population in a

in short, if the masters persist in their mad and 
causeless rebellion against the Constitution, the 
ond will be a negro community along a portion of 
the Southern coast under the Protection of the Unit- 
ed States. 
If the war is to bo protracted by the obstinacy 
of the cotton planters, this is a result which tho 
United States cannot avert if they would. 
By confiscation, tho slaves will bo set free, and, 
through the samo process, tho lands of their mas: 
ters will bo surrendered to them for cultivation, 
all without infringing upon the Constitution, 
Even now, there is x negro colony around Port 
Royal, under the protection of the national for- 
ces. aad its future expansion into an organined 
community depends on the obstinacy of the plant- 
ere and the oyents of the war. 
But this is not all. Probably four-fifths of all 
the slaves in the United States are now lawfully 
subject to confiscation on account of the treason 
of their masters. How far the forfeituro of their 
slaves, their other property, or their lives, shall 
bo curried, is a question of expediency only, and 
inyolves no constitutional question of power: 
Four-fifths of all the elaves may be thus lawfull 
Sot free, and the emancipation of the other fiftl 
would goon follow. 
In this view of the subject what motives have 
the abolitionists of the North to press their Goy- 
ernment into an abandonment of the Constitution 
by making a general emancipation, instead of the 
preservation of that instrument, the direct object 
of the war, thus giving a color of right to the re- 
bellion, and in a mensuro paralyzing the arms of 
loyal men, especially in the South? = 
Patriotic men may well differ as to the extent 
to which the punishment of treason should be car- 
ried. ‘The extreme emancipationists may, if they 
choosa, insist that it shall be carried to the extent 
of confiscating and setting free all tho slayea of 
tho rebels. ‘That they may do without assailing 
any principle of the Constitution, and surcly 
they, would bo much stronger on that ground than 
any other. Why, then, sbould they-abandon the 
Constitution and place themselves on revolutiona- 
ryground? Why not act with cordiality with 
those who are striving to maintain the Constitu- 
tion as itis; and, that being accomplished, seek 
the consummation of their ends by means of con: 
scation under authority ?””
